Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-4 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is unclear what the product of the contacting step of claims 1 and 12 is. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-4 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ward et al 
(4,185,040). 

Ward discloses alkylating benzene with propylene to produce cumene in the presence of 
a zeolite such as MOR having a surface/volume ratio of 85-150 inch" 1 , preferred 90-150 inch" 1 , 
under the applicants' claimed condition of phase (at least some liquid phase is present), 
temperature, pressure and WHSV (see the abstract; col. 3, lines 56-59; col 5, lines 15-40). 
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Response to Arguments 



Applicant's arguments filed 10/29/2002 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The argument that amended claim 1 recites a liquid phase is not persuasive since Ward 
discloses so (see the rejection).
